The Examiner indicates: 

The prior art of record fail to disclose the combination of all the limitations 
recited, including securing at least one discrete component to at least one of the at 
least one stack die and the at least one base die; and extending a die-to-component 
bond wire between the at least another stack die and the at least one discrete 
component. (Notice of Allowance, pages 2 and 3). 

Applicant concurs with the reasons as stated by the Examiner insofar as they comprise a 
summary, and are exemplary and not limiting.
